Registration is now open for Grow

“WACCY stands for Wabash Area 
Chamber of Commerce and the Y was 
added on the end for wordplay,” stat- 
ed Boulrisse, in response to a Plain 
Dealer request Thursday. “It has been 
called that since the chamber and 
EDO were separate so we keep the 
name as a nod to local history.” 

Boulrisse stated they would be 


working with the golf course to deter- 
mine what steps need to be taken to 
ensure the safety of players and vol- 
unteers. 

“Grow Wabash County understands 
that our local business community 
has hit hard times due to the current 
COVID-19 pandemic and the result- 
ing restrictions. So, Grow Wabash 
County is setting its sights on the 
brighter, greener days when Wabash 
County can re-open and return to 
business as usual. As part of those 
celebrations, Grow Wabash County 
invites the Wabash County business 
community to join them for a day of 
golf, fun and reconnecting with the 
folks we have become socially dis- 
tanced from in recent weeks,’ she 
stated. 

Boulrisse stated Grow Wabash 
County has also scheduled a back-up 
date of Thursday, July 30 in the case 
that the social distancing recommen- 
dations are still in effect come June. 
She stated any registrations complet-

Duke Energy, thinking practically, reminds 
communities to call 811 before digging 


Those under COVID-19 stay- 
at-home orders may have 
more time for yard projects

Duke Energy is reminding its cus- 
tomers and communities to call 811 
before digging anywhere to protect 
the nation’s underground utility net- 
work, prevent potential personal inju- 
ry and avoid electric and natural gas 
outages, according to Lew Middleton, 
communications consultant. 

“The company made a special plea 
to those under stay-at-home orders 


who may have more time for yard 
projects that involve digging,” stated 
Middleton. “The national ‘811 Call 
Before You Dig’ system was created 
so anyone who plans to dig anywhere 
can call to have underground utility 
lines marked. The goal of this com- 
mon effort is to prevent potential inju- 
ries, disruptions in utility services and 
costly repairs for the offenders. The 
free service is available for all proper- 
ty types (homes and businesses) and 
it notifies utility companies, which 
then send crews to identify and mark 
underground electric, natural gas, wa- 
ter, sewer, phone, cable TV and other 
utility lines. Crews use above-ground 
stakes, flags or paint to mark restrict- 


ed areas before a customer begins a 
digging project.” 

Middleton stated in 2019, Duke En- 
ergy reported nearly 500 incidents of 
damage to its underground electrical 
network in Indiana. 

In late 2019, the Common Ground 
Alliance (CGA) issued a report stat- 
ing that 509,000 excavation-related 
damages to underground facilities 
occurred nationwide in 2018, com- 
pared to the 2017 estimate of 439,000 
damages. The CGA is a national or- 
ganization formed in 2000 to unify all 
50 states in a shared effort to prevent 
damage to underground utilities and 
infrastructure.

Different kinds of heart murmurs 
require different treatments 


DEAR DOCTOR: My 7-year- 
old niece has been diagnosed 
with a heart murmur, and my 
brother says she won’t be 
receiving any kind of treat- 
ment. What is a heart mur- 
mur? Will it interfere with 
the activities she loves, like 
soccer and softball? 

DEAR READER: When 
someone has a heart murmur, 
it means an 
extra and un- 
usual sound 
has been de- 
tected while 
their heart 
beats. 

During the 
normal cycle 
of a heart- 
beat, blood 
is propelled 
through the 
chambers of 
the heart via muscle contrac- 
tions, and its flow is direct- 
ed by a series of valves that 
open and close in a specific 
sequence and pattern. The 
normal two-part sound of a 
heartbeat, which is often de- 
scribed as lub-DUB, is made 
by the heart valves as they 
close. When someone has 
a heart murmur, their heart- 
beat makes a whooshing 
or swishing sound. This is 
caused by turbulent blood ei- 
ther within or near the heart. 
We know that all of this can 
sound alarming, but a heart 
murmur isn’t necessarily 
dangerous and doesn’t auto- 
matically require treatment. 
A heart murmur may be con- 
genital, which means you are 
born with it, or it can develop 
later in life. 

The condition is divided 
into two categories — inno- 
cent or abnormal. Innocent 
heart murmurs, sometimes 
also referred to as func- 
tional or normal murmurs, 
don’t pose a danger to the 
individual and generally 
don’t require treatment. An 
innocent heart murmur is a 
common finding in children 
and infants. In the majority 
of cases, no structural abnor- 
malities to either the heart or 
the vessels that serve it are 
present. In fact, researchers 
estimate that fewer than 1 
percent of childhood heart 
murmurs are associated with 
congenital heart disease. 

An abnormal heart murmur 
can be caused by structural 
problems that interfere with 
optimal cardiac function. 
These can include valve ab- 
normalities or septal defects, 
which are holes in the heart. 
Infections, such as rheumat- 
ic fever, can lead to a heart 
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murmur. So can endocarditis, 
which is an infection of the 
heart’s inner lining. 

In some people, an abnor- 
mal heart murmur is accom- 
panied by symptoms such as 
shortness of breath, a blu- 
ish tinge to the skin or lips, 
chest pain, rapid breathing, a 
chronic cough or light-head- 
edness. Abnormal heart 
murmurs require treatment, 
which can range from med- 
ications to manage the condi- 
tion, to surgery to repair the 
structural causes. 

The fact that your niece 
has seen a doctor and won’t 
receive treatment suggests 
she has an innocent murmur. 
However, her doctor will 
continue to monitor the mur- 
mur throughout her child- 
hood. If problems arise, she 
will be referred to a pediatric 
cardiologist, who may use 
an X-ray, electrocardiogram 


or echocardiogram to learn 
more about her heart and the 
murmur. 

For the majority of children 
living with an innocent heart 
murmur, life goes on as nor- 
mal. They can run, ride bikes, 
jump rope, go swimming and 
play sports. If she begins to 
exhibit any of the symptoms 
we mentioned earlier, then 
she will need to be reevaluat- 
ed. But the good news is that 
in many cases, innocent heart 
murmurs resolve by them- 
selves by adulthood.

building, the patron can then retrieve 
their order.” 

Hann stated all returns will be dis- 
infected with Concept 256, a hospi- 
tal-grade cleaner, approved to kill coro- 
navirus. 

“The books will then be placed in 
quarantine for 48 hours before circulat- 
ing again. Staff will all wear PPE while 
cleaning and disinfecting books, and 
will be practicing safe social distancing 
and handwashing habits,” stated Hann.

he United States Postal 

Service is in dire finan- 
cial condition. It is seeking 
$75 billion in cash, grants 
and loans. But President 
Donald Trump is threatening 
to withhold needed aid in an 
effort to browbeat the Postal 
Service into raising rates on 
package deliveries. 

Trump has been gnawing 
on this bone since taking 
office because Amazon’s 
CEO, Jeff Bezos, is also the 
owner of the Washington 
Post, which has been known 
to publish articles that dis- 
please the president. 

Now the coronavirus and 
the postal service’s financial 
distress have given Trump 
new reason to pick it up 
again. He recently said that 
he would block any corono- 
virus-related aid to the USPS 
unless it hikes its package 
rates four-fold or more. 

Let’s make three things 
clear here: 

E Any idea that the Postal 
Service would be allowed 
to default later this year is 
insane. Despite the advent of 


the internet and email, it still 
processes about 182 million 
first-class items. Every day. 
Many of them are bills and 
bill payments. The service is 
vital to our economy — and 
to our democracy, as much 
of the country is expected 

to vote by mail this year 
because of the pandemic. 

E The rates the USPS 
charges should be set by the 
USPS, not by politicians 
trying to settle scores. If 
there is one hallmark of this 
administration, it is the pull- 
ing of levers to do the pres- 
ident’s political dirty work. 
Prime examples include the 
Ukraine shakedown that led 
to Trump’s impeachment in 
the House and a capricious 
effort to block AT&T’s 
merger with CNN parent 
company Time Warner. 

E The Postal Service’s 
financial woes have little or 
nothing to do with package 
delivery rates. The main rea- 
son the service is in a hole 
is a 2006 law that places 
far greater pension funding 
obligations on it than those 


faced by competitors such as 
UPS and FedEx. Ever since 
that law passed, the Postal 
Service has been running 
huge deficits. 

The other main problem 
at the Postal Service is that 
thanks to email, social media 
and a host of other ways to 
communicate digitally, mail 
volume is down significantly. 
The coronavirus has made 
things even worse. But Con- 
gress has stuck its head in 
the sand rather than address- 
ing the problem. 

The cost-saving options are 
familiar. Numerous underuti- 
lized post offices could be 
closed. Saturday delivery 
could be ended. House- 
to-house delivery could 
be replaced with mailbox 
clusters spaced out at appro- 
priate distances; many new 
neighborhoods are already 
configured this way. 

These are among the issues 
Congress and President 
Trump should focus on, not 
petty political vendettas.

Trump goes full Jonestown 


he darkly tongue-in- 

cheek Darwin Awards 
periodically disabuse us of 
the notion that nobody’s stu- 
pid enough to, say, consider 
injecting them- 
selves with 
disinfectant to 
cure coronavi- 
rus. 

That is, no 
one except, 
perhaps, Don- 
ald J. Trump. 

The president 
said at Thurs- 
day, April 23’s 
White House coronavirus 
briefing that it would be 
“interesting” to investigate 
the possibility that disinfec- 
tant cleansers, which kill 
viruses quickly on surfaces, 
might have the same effect on 
viruses infecting the human 
body — if we could just get 
the stuff inside us. Volun- 
teers, anyone? 

“And then I see the disin- 
fectant where it knocks it out 
in a minute. One minute,” 
said Trump. “And is there 
a way we can do some- 
thing like that, by injection 
inside or almost a cleaning? 
Because, you see, it gets 
on the lungs, and it does a 
tremendous number on the 
lungs. So, it’d be interesting 
to check that.” 

I wouldn’t doubt that a few 
6-year-olds entertained the 
same thoughts as Trump, 
but it’s safe to assume that 
no one who routinely cleans 
houses is going to try out the 
president’s “interesting” idea. 
In a related matter, the Food 
and Drug Administration is- 
sued a warning Friday against 
non-hospital uses of hydroxy- 
chloroquines as a COVID-19 
treatment, which Trump has 
also touted, saying the drug 
can lead to death. 

Given Trump’s keen 
interest in pursuing new 
cures, perhaps he would 
consider participating in an 
experiment to determine the 
effectiveness of cleansers in 
eradicating COVID -19 in the 
human body. Of course, first,

he’d have to willingly expose 
himself to infection, as he 
seems to think other Amer- 
icans should byencouraging 
governors to reopen their 
states. Or, rather than take the 
risky path of injecting bleach, 
he might just take a warm 
bath in the stuff. 

I’m kidding, of course. But, 
guess who wasn’t? The presi- 
dent of the United States. 

Yes, Trump tried to back- 
pedal Friday, April 24, saying 
he was being sarcastic. But 
anyone watching the brief- 
ing could plainly see that 
he was serious. Enough so 
that the company that owns 
Lysol disinfectant issued a 
statement warning against 
using its product as Trump 
suggested. Doctors across 
media platforms spoke force- 
fully against the president’s 
suggestion. As pulmonolo- 
gist and global health expert 
Vin Gupta put it, ingesting 
a Cleansing product is “a 
common method that people 
utilize when they want to kill 
themselves.” 

Trump, heretofore a mere 
snake-oil salesman, was 
suddenly peddling death to 
the credulous. He obviously 
doesn’t intend for anyone 
to drink bleach, but should 
he need reminding, more 
than 50,000 Americans 
have died of the virus. The 
living need to be told how 
to avoid getting sick, not 
some quackery from a reali- 
ty-T V-star-cum-president. 

In another exploration 
of his imagination, Trump 
wondered whether “ultravi- 
olet or just a very powerful 
light” — again, inside the 
body — might destroy the 
virus. Rather than call him 
out on the spot, as one might 
hope, task force coordinator 
Deborah Birx wanly replied 
that she wasn’t familiar with 
any research that used light 
for treatment. 

Trump was basing his 
scientificky daydreams on 
“emerging results” at the 
Department of Homeland 
Security that suggest the 


coronavirus may not thrive 
in warmer, more-humid 
environments. Even though 
his chief virologist, Anthony 
Fauci, has cast doubt on such 
speculative findings, Trump’s 
unstable genius would not be 
thwarted. 

“Supposing you brought the 
light inside the body, which 
you can do either through 
the skin or in some other 
way,” Trump said, adding it 
“sounds interesting.” 

At least you can’t say he’s 
incurious. Perhaps Trump 
was imagining Obi-Wan 
Kenobi destroying the virus 
with his light saber. Or Dr. 
McCoy’s Star Trek tricoder. 
McCoy’s gizmo could only 
diagnose, but, surely we’re 
only a weekend away from 
a disease zapper. They kill 
bugs, don’t they? 

Whilst we wait, the warmer, 
more-humid Georgia may 
soon provide answers. Gov. 
Brian Kemp moved Friday, 
April 24 to reopen close-con- 
tact businesses, inviting 
citizens to go bowling, get 
tattoos and renew their 
highlights. By his decision, 
which, wonderingly, Trump 
criticized, Kemp is essen- 
tially volunteering his state 
to serve as the nation’s petri 
dish. 

Public health experts have 
warned that Georgia, with 
more than 800 deaths so far 
and a growing number of 
new cases, is likely to see 
fatalities accelerate if people 
take up Kemp’s offer. What’s 
a few thousand deaths in the 
battle to save the economy? 

As the national death toll 
continues climbing, we 
can be certain that enough 
people will die without the 
help of Trump’s bad policy 
and worse advice. For his 
idiotic remarks, he should be 
widely condemned not just 
by his political foes, but by 
everyone who cares about the 
nation’s health — and I don’t 
just mean its infection rates. 
Darwin is taking names.

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Economic 
development is more 
important than ever

ndiana launched into 2020 with the unemploy- 

ment rate in many communities hovering at 
near record-level lows of 2 percent to 3 percent. A 
major concern in many communities was the lack 
of workers to fill current jobs. 

In response, economic developers shifted from 
attracting businesses to attracting workers. 

It is impossible to calculate how drastic the 
change has been in four short months. Econo- 
mists project that unemployment rates will hit 
double-digit levels, perhaps approaching rates not 
seen since the Great Depression. Over 26 million 
American jobs have been lost effectively cancel- 
ing all job gains since the Great Recession. Local 
stakeholders fear that much of the progress they 
have made in the last few years to grow local busi- 
ness, enhance downtown development and increase 
the tax base will be threatened as revenues from 
various taxing sources will see shortfalls. 

In flush times and lean, the practice of economic 
development is focused on attracting, expanding, 
and retaining investment in communities. Before 
the coronavirus crisis, economic developers were 
diversifying their services by working with local 
businesses to help fill open jobs with qualified 
workers, collaborating with chambers of com- 
merce and tourism bureaus to promote community 
assets to attract new residents and workers to their 
communities, and working to support local entre- 
preneurs in starting and growing their businesses. 
The evolution of economic development extended 
to downtown development because vibrant down- 
towns are key to attracting and retaining talent. 

Fostering single-family and multi-family housing 
stock became a priority for talent attraction. This 
effort to develop workforce housing led to com- 
munity-wide collaborations between economic 
developers, elected officials, and housing devel- 
opers, who came together to solve unique housing 
challenges in communities across the state. Many 
economic developers have focused on expanding 
childcare solutions, as well: high quality and af- 
fordable childcare contribute to our quality of life 
and workforce engagement. 

The work of economic developers is constantly 
evolving because they are reacting to the unique 
needs of their communities. What works in one 
region or county may not work in another, so our 
connections across the state allow for sharing best 
practices and the ability to bring new ideas back 
to our communities that are tailored to local and 
regional needs. 

As we emerge from the current crisis, communi- 
ties will be faced with many displaced workers and 
closed or struggling businesses. Local economic 
development organizations will be the natural lead- 
ers helping our state recover because they know 
the local businesses, understand their workforce 
needs, and are experts in attracting and retaining 
tax base: all critical activities in helping communi- 
ties claw back from the coronavirus crisis. 

At last count at least 21 Indiana-based economic 
development organizations have played a role in 
the creation of local disaster relief loan or grant 
programs to help local small businesses survive 
during the stay-at-home order. This is another 
example of their understanding of local business 
needs and their ability to adjust their priorities to 
respond to the needs of their communities. 

In the last few years, economic developers have 
become more focused on supporting entrepre- 
neurship, encouraging the creation and growth of 
home-grown businesses, exactly the kind of sup- 
port and expertise that will be needed to revitalize 
our downtowns post-coronavirus crisis. 

Economic development professionals have devel- 
oped national networks of business contacts that 
they work with when companies want to expand or 
relocate. These networks can help bring suppliers 
to a community to support existing companies. 
While supporting our existing businesses will be 
the first priority, the attraction of new companies 
to the state will be an area of focus as we move to 
fully recover lost jobs and tax base. 

As we look toward the future of Indiana, we 
should all find comfort in knowing that economic 
developers are on the front lines and are ready to 
evolve again to move their communities out of 
crisis and into recovery.
